A  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  was  started  on  the 
29th  April,  1942?  and  is  held  at  the  Yiewsley  First  Aid  Post, 
Colham' Avenue,  Yiewsley,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Nurse  in 
Charge,  The  number  treated  and  discharged  as  cured  to  the  end 
of  1943,  is  467.
